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The University Degree 

We have often wondered what is the real utility of a college 
career. According to some, the paramount consideration in acade- 
mic Hfe is the obtaining of a degree. Odicrs there are who assert 
that a mere degree is a very immaterial thing, that it is intrinsically 
useless, and is in itself no final evidence of an unimpeachable stan- 
dard of refinement or culture, 

A distinguished University authority recently advocated the 
abolition of University decrees; his reason being that the pursuit of 
such degrees had a narrow and cramping influence. This is partly 
true; but it is only half the truth. Half truths are dangerous. There 
are in college a large number of men who would not associate them- 
selves with the regiment. They would not associate themselves 
with anything beyond their nightly grinds. It is to these that we 
put forward a call to waken up and enter the true, broad, free life 
of the college. Make some friends do something for McGill. Help 
something and yoi| will help yourself. 



Latin and Better English 

Any movement for the improvement of English as il is written 
and spoken at the present day is at once deserving of public support 
and attention. In this connection it is not uninteresting to note the 
success which is attending the work of certain Amekican education- 
ists in the introduction of Commercial Latin as a, vocational study 
in a number of High Schools in Boston and its neighborhood. De- 
tails of this work and of the advantages accruing from it will be 
fotind in another column of this issue of the McGill Daily. 

The why and wherefore of Latin as one of the subjects includ- 
ed in High School courses of study is often questioned by unthink- 
ing persons who cannot understand for what reason so much import- 
ance should be attached to the study of a subject which they insist 
is only of use to those who wish to pursue further investigation of 
6ie classics, or who would teach, the language to others. A know- 
ledge of Latin as part of the business man's accoutrement seems 
very rarely to be considered, with the result that Latin is often 
brushed aside as a subject of small account. 

These people neglect to observe the value of Latin as a source 
of English speech and of the volume of our language which is com- 
posed of Latin derivatives. In the schools where attention has been 
paid to the study of Cornmercial Latin, tests in spelling and the use 
of words in sentences, definitions and parts of speech, as made be- 
tween Latin-using and non-Latin-using groups of pupils, have clear- 
ly shown the advantages which the former possess. An advantage 
of twenty-nine per cent, has been credited to those who arc familiar 
%vjth the use of Latin. 

Surdyi results would follow a more general adoption of the ex- 
ai^k w)iich has been set by the Dorchester High School and 
^bàitt imtitutions. If thereby use of English may become less slov- 
enly and spelling more accurate there is every reason for die pur- 
suit of a similar system of study elsewhere.

^Death of Thomas C. Keefer 
Removes One of Canadas 
Greatest Civil Engineers i

Mr. Keefer Received the Degree of LLD. from McCâl in 1905. 
and Took a Keen Interest in the University's Activi- 
ties and Progress 



In the death, at his residence, in 
Kocklifff, uttawj. on Thursd«.y .of 
Thomas Coltriix Keeter, F.R.S.C., C. 
.M.O.. Cana4.i losss une of its iiiost 
rtlstlnmilshed civil engineers and .Mc- 
Gill M warm friend- .Mr. Keefer had 
taken a kaen Intereat in the univer- 
sity from an early period and In Ï905 
was the. recipient of the honorary de- 
give of L.L.D.. at Convocation. 

The lai.> Mr. Keefer, who had reach- 
ed his 84th yew, grew up -with tlte 
public works of Canada, with which, 
diirinc the best years of an activ» 
life, he was more or les» prominontly 
identified. Mr. Kcefar came of a fam- 
ily which has given to C.inada many 
notable figures In his professional life- 
Horn at Thorold, Ont-trio, November 
4, is:'l, Mr Keefer was the son of 
George Keefer, a.i early senior In that 
vielnlty, a son of an Alsndan llueiie- 
not. who came to America in early Hfe 
and setilod In New Jersey. Upon the 
outbreak of the Aniorlcan Ravolution- 
ar>- war. .Mr. K'eof'cr's grandfathfw 
joined the British forces and served 
throughout tho war, afterwards i-e- 
tirliiK to reside at Thorold. 

After patising through tho Academy 
at tfi. Caiherines, and Upper Canada 
College, Toronto. .Mr- Keefer comraenc 
ed hU career ui an engineer on the 
Erie and Wellund Canals, ,»hortly af- 
ter the close of the Mackenile Rébel- 
lion. By 1845. he had become chief 
fiisinc*ra in charge of the Ottawa 
Rivor worlts, beUn; la:er charged with 
surveys for the navlgiiion of the rap- 
ids of the St. I^awrence. In \»hO. he 
was employed by the .I'anadUu Guv- 
rrnment to assist the I'nited Stales 
Consul in reporting up Canadian trade 
with the fnited Btatas, ^nà carried 
out this work in a manner which won 
for him praise from many sources. 



Still later. Mr Keefer aa&isted in the 
preparation of a second report on 
the same sub.lert, which, with hiJ 
former work, paved the way for the 
R. oiprocity Treaty of 185-». 

•Vboiii this lime Mr. Keefer was 
engagea m makliin preliminary .>!ur- 
vcys for the line ^.f the Oranrt Trunk 
Railway between .Montreal and Tor- 
onto, and for a railway bridge over 
the tJl. Lawrence at Montreal. This 
work was finally carried out under 
the direction of a relative of the late 
Samuel Keefer, CE., wno also en- 
.loyed an international reputation in 
engineering; work. Mr. T. C- Keefer 
afterwards served as engineers of the 
Montreal Harbor Commissioners, was 
in charge of the construction of the 
Montreal. Hamilton and Ottawa wat- 
erworks and was itornatlonal commis- 
sioner for deeper waterways between 
the Great LaJies and the Atlantic Sea- 
board, in all of which positions he 
brouiiht to bear the experience of many 
years In engineering work with no 
small credit to himself. Of lato years 
he had lived a retired life, residing 
at Kockllffe near Ottawa, where ho 
was always ready to spend an hour or 
two In the discussion of events dur- 
ing his lung and a«ttve parcer. 

Mr. Keefer was decorated with his 
C.M.C;. at the lime of the Paris Ex- 
hibition of 1S7S, whl.-n he ritlcnded as 
Canadian Commissioner. At this time 
he was also created un officer of the 
Legion o< Honor. Mr. Keefer was 
elected a fellow of the Royal Society 
of t^.iiiadn in IhiU: was iiresident of 
tlm society In ISsJi: one of the founders 
of the Canadian Soi-iety of Civil En- 
gineers and Its first president, .Mr. 
Kcefer's recortl in Canadian enslii- 
eerlng made his rnxno known every- 
where in an Dominion. His funeral 
will be held at Ottawa thi« afternoon

Letter from a Red Cross Hospital, 
Jjondon;' — 

18, IS, 1914. 

Wh.it inubt you l>o thinking of iiio 
for never writing to you. I caiin' here 
at three days notice: a beautiful coun- 
try house admirably equipped by .Mr. 
v., who Is honorary treasurer of tho 
I-ondon Hospital; thirty-two beds for 
lirlti.sh soldi, .rs. Tho whole Btaffcame 
in on Monday, four weeks a^o, six 
maMs and two porters, i\ya sisters 
and a nurse, and twenty.thrve Volun- 
tary .\id Detachment nur.-'eK who!<e 
'"tiirn.-i" of duly li.i.l to lie urraimed. 
iThey. of course, d'> not ]\\,- \n the 
hospital.) 

Then .for a day or two before tin- 
wounded soldiers arrived people 
cwarnu cl in and out to "Inspecf u.«— 
eight hundred in one day alone: .Vow 
we ape left In peace and the soldiers 
are here, and It Is .so deliehtful to he 
doing s-imethlng for them. I fear they 
must be suffering terribly in I'mnce 
and in Relylum — and from lli.^ mid, 
too. Our iio.ir lutii ar^' rrtiflly fl.ini- 
Bged Hnd It Is sad to see. hut they (iim- 
ply love lie Ing here and we can do so 
much to help them In every way and 
try at least to make up a little for 
what they Imvi^ d.iiie i'hp u.». We have 
on« Uelgian with our Scotch Irish 
Welsh ISngllsh. The secretary and the 
matron of the London Hospital came 
to Inspect us tihe l uter is scndins us 
another "sister" soon aiul so .sli.ili 
he staffed from the London uiid 
Ouy'F.) The matron of L. Ind tho ma- 
tron of Ouy's are also coming to in- 
speet, and Mr M., of the T.onrio". Is so 
delighted with eve: .\ th:;is lh.it lo- 
wants to have ua .anne.i<ed to the Lon- 
don!

1 read with Interest and some sur- 
prise the announcement tn to-day's 
Dally concernlns thf "Lii." pro- 
gramme.'

11 \ii true that iVere are great 
difilcullles to meet. People to-day .ire 
grtuti-T reailer>', and Innilnierable vnl- 
iimes are reaching the press annuallv

This widespread habit nt riMding. and 
especially the tendency tn Indulge In 
light, exciting literature is piovlng a 
menace lo th"' preacher. The pulpU 
mcssase lack« ihc ilcs.rcil inurust and 
novelty, but when the novelty of sci- 
ence and new Inventions, and the ex- 
citement of light literature no longer 
satisfies, thon religlouB truth will be 
again recognized as the one thing 
which does not tire. 

Dr. Grieves pointed out that it la the 
vcrv difficulties and indifference to 
be contested with that will be the mak- 
ing of the preacher. Bui he empha- 
sUed the fact that the preacher of the 
future will be more and more tie who 
Is endowed and fitted for the position. 
There will be less place for the man 
who thinks himself gifted to preach 
and who looks upon the semlnaic is n 
necessary evil, and gr(a;er pi u c 
the man who is educated and a spe- 
cialist In hiB profession.

"The success of a salesman or busi- 
ness man Is found. In actual practice, 
to b.- directly proportionate lo ability 
to understand what the other man 
has to aay. or on Uie other hand to 
convince Wm of the superiority of the 
goods offered for sale or the advantaKe 
connected With the buslm sk iiroposlt ion 
In h.vnd." says Miss Orace T. Blan- 
chard, who ha* tbe claaa. Other things 
being s<|ual, It la found that vocabulary 
holds the key to success. Tills 1« 
shown by the iiork In this claai, the 
members of «hkh bring In each nlnht 
for particular study, lists of words 
which they have heard during the day 
but which they have not undsrwtood. 

In the Dorchester high school the 
study of commercial l^atln is not con- 
fined to the commercial students. A 
jrear ago it was decided to put com- 



mercial or vocational Latin Into the do 
m. .»t|c art course. The host situations 
which the girls in this department may 
reasonably hope to obtain are those 
of business manager, workroom man- 
ager, draper, fitter or perhaps a com- 
bination of these. A broad, flexible, 
discriminating vocubiiiary Is consider- 
ed u prime asset in these trades, and 
a training wlilch enlarges the vocabu- 
lary and Imprtsses upim tho mind a 
(llscrlmlnuting use of words ta regvrded 
as .specially beneficial to girls who 
may hear poor Knglish spoken at home 
and whose life Morli will call them In 
contiiot with Illiterate workers on tho 
one hand an4 a cultivated public on 
the other.

Tavish, the two men on tb« MoOlU 
basketball team last year, who were 
suspended by the Canadian Inlereol- 
legiate amateur union, h'ave been re- 
Instated as nmate'jrs.

During the Christmas holidays, Bald- 
win, who was then captain of the Mc- 
ti,iU kHenior. basketball team, along 
with McTavish. who was one of Ihe 
forwards ,wn.i asked by a team from 
a neighboring rit.\ in mai».' .i trip tn 
New York and other .Vineriiiin i ities 
to play basketball. This they con- 
seiited to do. .\monp other teams. 
they played on.^ in iîrooklj-n." which 
was outlawed hy the .\mateur Union. 
Ualdwln and McTivisli claim they did 
not know this and jiisl hefore tho 
game started, when ihey were in uni- 
form on the floor, iheir manager Itrtd 
Ihein Ihey were playing under aa-« 
sunicd names. Naturally trouble 
arose Id I IT on which ended in both 
players being suspended by the C.l.A.

Before the oiilbre-ak of the war It 
w.i.t .isperteii tliat the conte.st would 
he lartr-'ly .m ariilUry war.

I'or while artil- 
lery Is very valuable, il has its limita- 
tions. Its chief value lies in ^hHklng 
up the enemy, in drlvlnp infantry 
from an iniri-nehed position. Imt ii 
alone will never win a liattle. Infan- 
try can silence cannon, if it it willing 
to .suffer slaughter for a few minutes. 
Tlir ii'ie pl.iee wh'^re infaniry is indis- 
pensal'b- If in tin- lic.-^iei;ini,- "I a ;r<at 
fortress. Artillery, of eour.sc, is very 
destructive. Kxamlnation of the 
wounded brought In from the field 
shows that far more have been Injur- 
ed by artillery than by infantry. 

Tliere are fuur kinds of arilUery: 
Maoiiine ^-iiiis, field gum», heavy artil- 
lery used for reducing fortifications, 
and the standard ordinary field artil- 
jory of small guns. Tlii iiia. ii;ne guns 
'MVt Icen l.ili;i'ly sulisi itiiled for the 
im.iniry rifh'; llu-.\ are rapid and very 
ar. iir.tle of aim. .\t the oiiU>rtak of 
the war iho fierinaiis bad far in'Te of 
the.se weipons than llie .Mlie-. 

Th" hiavy .irtillery ..f ti\e (lernians 
Is inovc .1 .il' oii from place to place 
with niot.u- iraelur.s. Wilile these guns 
with the allies are piMctieally station- 
ary, the Cîernian» have been aide to 
send even with liglil ir nips of cavalry 
guns hurling 1 00-|m.iiim1 m .-.-Ii.-. <o i- 
many h.id more of aueli an;iii ry lii.in 
the allies, and her gunn weri far mure 
effective, for while she emild work 
l.avne 'iver a ranm- of five ni;lr!', the 
Kreneli guns e'lnld ii.u witliln ten 
miles of repljmg. The. allies then took 
a number of naval, cannon from thejr 
ships, but even thee were not so ef- 
fective as the fierinaii artillery, lor 
the naval piece;: .ire fixed to a plaee.

The allies, iiowever. .irt even now get- 
ting inorr horiv.v lield ïiins, hiivlng or.

T'.ie loonst" r -uns for reriueing fort- 
rcs.»e.s iin l.iMwii a.- the Krupp mon- 
ster.'. These are not portable, but the 
SeO-puund pruj'îetile hurled by them 
is terribly destriiet.ve. It is ready for 
action as soon as it is plaeed on a con- 
crcic foundation. Us :;r'.aipst streii-^tli. 
however, lie» in tin a>'eiiri.cy with 
which It can drop e.\plosives in;.. :i 
camp. Those (lowerfiil weapons have 
made tlu immuvalilc fortress, out of 
liai-, 

Wh.Ie lîerniany has sijrpiu'srd her 
enemies In the eriuipmenl with these 
three kind.- of artillery. In the Htand- 
ard urdlii.iry fn Id .inlUtry. n small. 
Ili.ihile eaiileoi. re.|ii;i,iig little a.mmu- 
nltlon and few men to handle it, the 
French have had a decided advantage 
This 1» a 3-Inch gun, capable of very 
nlee aim, rer|uiring i( -.liniiug afur 
rvei-v slio-. an.l I- still .|. adly al Hire.- 
and '■•nc-half mile.s. Here is a hint 
for the United «tatcs. If we don t 
want a large army, let us have cannon 
like iht;se and trained men to .shoot 
t;i.
